(i) The stod* exchange shall have arrahgements, procedures and system capability to manage the load on 
their systems in such a manner so as to achieve consistent response time to all stock brokers. The 
stock exchange shall continuously study the performance of its systems and, if necessary, undertake 
system upgradation, including periodic upgradation of its surveillance system, in order to keep pace 
with the speed of trade and volume of data that may arise through algorithmic trading.
